lin.

WILL BE IMPORTANT

One of these was seized by a 
soldier, who was carried across the 
river in th e tw inkling of an eye. 
As 
soon as he had landed he fastened the 
end of a line securely, afte r w hich the 
balloon w as hauled forw ard and back, 
and in less th an no tim e tran sferred a 
battalio n from one side to another. 
In building the w ar balloon “Gen. 
!toyer’’ for the signal corps of the 
United States army the first real step 
was taken by the m ilitary officials of 
this country to advance w ith the great 
war powers of Europe to this line of 
m ilitary work. 
It is modeled after 
both the French and English m ilitary 
balloons and in mechanical details em­ 
bodies the best features of c#ch. 
It 
resembles the English in the similarity 
of m aterial from which the envelope 
is made. 
The system of inflation is 
also like th a t of the English, the hy­ 
drogen being stored under pressure 
w ithin steel cylinders. 
In the plan of 
its suspension gear it is after the 
French modela 
The envelope of the “Gen. Myer” is 
spherical in shape, w ith a capacity of 
13,000 cubic feet, corresponding w ith 
the ordinary balloon used abroad for 
taptive ascensions, and having a lift­ 
ing pow er sufficient to carry tw o men 
w ith the necessary signal instrum ents. 
The envelope is form ed of goldbeaters’ 
skin, 
w hich is 
especially adapted 
to this purpose, as it is im pervious to 
the hydrogen gas and is very light. 
The 
m em branes from 
w hich this 
fabric, goldbeaters’ skin, is form ed are 
taken from the en trails of th e bullock, 
each anim al furnishing one. 
W hen 
stretched they are from eighteen to 
tw enty-four inches long and ten to 
sixteen inches wide. 
A fter tak in g the 
m em branes from the slaughtered b u l­ 
lock they are a t first scraped free from 
fa t and soft parts and salted till 
needed for use. 
A fter tak in g them 
from the sa lt they are first culled, 
w ashed and soaked in fresh w ater till 
the salt is taken o u t 
Then a day or 
tw o before using they are placed in a 
vessel containing soft w ater, in w hich 
has been dissolved some fish glue, 
which adds to th e ir adhering quali­ 
ties w hen m aking the fabric of the 
envelope.

O a k l a n d , Cal., July 26 .—The local 
lodge of the American Railway Union 
held a meeting last evening, at which 
between 500 and 600 members were 
present 
By an almost unanimous 
vote it was decided to continue the 
strike, at least until the Southern Pa­ 
cific managers should signify a will­ 
ingness to take the men back in a 
hodv. 


Costly Togs. 
People do not realize that it cosie 
a great deal of money for an officer 
of the army or navy to comply with 
the regulations as to dress. Ho must 
have the same amount of civilian 
clothes r-s an ordinary citizen to 
wear when he is off duty. 
Then he 
must have a fatigue uniform, which 
costs him never lcs* than $45, and 
usually more, a dress uniiorm, which 
costs at least $100, and a special full 
dress, worth from $1*25 to $150, and 
an overcoat, costing from $50 to $60. 
He is required to have a number o! 
caps and hats with plumes and that 
sort of thing, which cost $5 to $50; 
his epaulets cost from $*25 to $50, bis 
swords and belts from $5 J to $65, and 
various other little fixings that arc 
quite expensive. 
At the beginning 
cf his service it usually costs at 
officer of the army or navy from $60C 
to $750 to get his outfit of clothing 
and whenever a change is made in the 
regulations concerning uniforms, of 
course tho expense is renewed.
